It fills 
allthe requirements demanded by the 
eye ag the mind as an ideal champaigr 
country, One's instinct ingiste that it i+ 
a land made for providing homee for 
hundreds of the quiet, peace loving, 
home-keeping folk who are the mainstay 
of every community. A closer investiga- 
tion confirms the first impression and 
enables one to grasp a few of the practi- 
cal difficulties which lie in the way of 
the actual development of the resources 
of the valley, Lateron it becomes clear 
tha!, taken in the wide sense, irrivation 
is the basic problem which will soon de 
mand rolution ona big, practical basis; 
this applies as much to the west side of 
the river we itdoesto the east. Of course 
nature has provided irrigation in some 
few places, and in others the ranchers 
have provided Cueuselves with systems, 
mure or less elaborate, at their own 
expense, Those spots flourish, and point 
the way ty what will be the almost uni- 
versal condition of the Kootenay Valley 
when the irrigation question is taken in 
hand ae a public matter and alequatels 
dealt with uoder Federal or Provincia

As the raising of strawberries and other small fruits is 
likely to become a great business in this valley, we print 
the following advice from a Florida paper, that tells of a 
man who has already this season shipped $2,300 worth of 
strawberries from two and a half acres uf land, and has yet 
enough left to carry the receipts up to a round thousand 
dollars an acre: 

Instances like these come every now and again to re- 
mind us that men in this section ought to stick to a thing 
even when it occasionally goes into eclipse. Strawberries 
are splendidly paying crops three seasons out of four, and 
yet there are men so blind that when they have met a loss 
in their cultivation, or failed of the great reward they 
expected, quit their cultivation in disgust. This has been 
a very favorable season, and if a man has lust three previ- 
vus crops—which, by the way, he has never done, he would 
have made handsome money in the long run. 

Lack of systematicully sticking to an intelligent policy 
in farming is the bane of operations in every country. 
Following a remarkably good season like this, many men 
will go into berries. Next season may be only an average, 
and a large portion of the men in the business will be 
possibly disappointed in their returns. They will quit in 
disgust, whether the reason be the season or their own fault, 
and will proclaim berry raising to be a fraud. It is toler- 
ably certain that in any business life a man must follow it 
steadily and study it all the time, and be perpetually in- 
creasing his knowledge and improving his methods. But 
somehow there seems to be an impression abroad that any- 
body can raise strawberries, that it requires neither know- 
ledge nor experience—nothing but plants placed in the 
ground. No wonder many people fail. 

The experienced berry grower will tell you that there 
is no business that requires more knowledge, work, atten- 
tion and skill than his pursuit. The man who applies 
these things will win big money, and the man who tries 
any other methed, or fails in the application of all these 
will make a miserable failure. 


What the outlook for the fruit industry in this province 
is, may be judged from the fact that in six weeks the city 
of Winnipeg received from the South 170 carloads of fresh 
fruit and vegetables, or about four and a half cars for every 
working day. It all came from south of the International 
Boundary line. Most of it was composed of articles which 
we do not grow, and in which therefore we could not com- 
pete. But the great quantities received show that Winni- 
peg isa fruit consuming city, and as it is with Winnipeg so 
it is with all the towns in the great prairie country. ‘The 
market today is not only a very large and profitable one, 
but it is rapidly growing. Before very many years have 
gone by the population wilt have quadrupled; towns and 
cities will have sprung up all over the plains, great wealth 
will have been created, and with opusence will come the 
demands of taste and luxury, 

This is the market which British Columbia has to look 
to to absorb her orchard produce. In the production of 
semi-trupical fruit this province is undoubtedly superior 
to any of the Pacific states to the south of us. In apples, 
pears, peaches, pluics, cherries and in all the smaller 
classes the output of British Columbia possesses a quality 
admittedly unattainable by the best growth of Washington, 
Oregon or California. Both the climate and soil are most 
suitable for such production. We have immense stretches 
of fertile land admirably adapted to this purpose which are 
still unoccupied. So far no systematic effort has been 
wade by our authorities to throw these areas open to settle- 
ment, avd the country is suffering by the lack of enterprise 
of past governments, With the spread of knowledge, how- 
ever, of the immense market which lies at our doors, we 
may expect the shrewd homesevker to look toward this 
province with more and more favor, and it would be well 
for our local administration to perceive the opportunity 
which is offered it to build up a large profitable industry 


within our boundaries, and command in as speedy a time}; 


as possible a murket which eannot fail to be a source of
